been laid systematically, and in 
balance approach the classic. 

The material used in construction 
is roekl.accil local stone of a peculiar 
gray color. This is laid in such man- 
ner that it is ditlieitlt to determine 
definitely whether tO call it broken 
range or rubble work. The trim- 
mings ate of dressed bluestone with 
carvings on the Gothic order at the 

entrances. Each roof is covered with 
slate and finished alone; the peaks 
with copper, terminating in ornaments 
on the Gothic order. 

In the arrangement of all the interi- 
ors, particular attention has been paid 
to guard against, loss by tire. The 

dormitories are all built on the "slow- 
burning mill const met ion" plan, so 
much in vogue. In addition to this 
iitioii, SU lire escapes are built 
on the outside of each building. Two 
Of these are on each main building 
and four on the dormitories.

The system of heating and ventila- 
tion has also received considerable 
attention. A boiler house will be 
built iua hollow near the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, and will supply heat 
to all the buildings by the system 
known as indirect radiation. That is, 
the air is forced through conduits 
and heated in the cellars by steam 
brought from this essential plant. 
The system is too complicated to 
glVS a full description, as the pipes 
..I by expert engineers in a way

passage of the heat. The 
temperature is controlled by electric 
it v , and regulated automatically by 
thermos tad ts. 

The scholars are divided into three 
classes or depart ment s, the primary, 
intermediate, and advanced, and eaidi 
will have a separate building for its 
use.

To the present 
lime, he enjoys the distiiiclion of be- 
ing the only deaf-toute poet the world 
has ever know n. 

In 1888, he was the orator at the 
Semi-Centennial of the Pennsylvania 
Institution, a school he honored and 
revered, and of which he was, per- 
haps, Ihe most distinguished grad- 
uate. His remarks on the occasion 
were noleworlhy as indicating his 
earnest hopes for the prosperity of 

his Alma afatertmi his deep and fer- 
vent love for his old teachers. 

In his personal appearance, Mr. 

Carlin was a tall, well lunl! „iaii, his 
ciect, form giving way to a bent ap 
pearance as Ihe years crew upon him. 
His countenance was genial and bene 
volenl, and to look at his veiiera Ide 
leal u res one was instant Iy reminded of
